We very much regret to announce 
that three men lost their lives by 
drowning in the North Saskatchewan 
river about 6 o'clock on Friday even- 
ing the 4th, April. 

The naines of two of the men 
drowned are well know to most of 
the people of Bow Island district. they 
ave Jack Woyehuk and Harry 
Arblaster of Bow Island;the third man 
was J. Johnston of Burdett. 

It appears they attempted to cross 
the river in a boat which they ever- 
loaded with some heavy jacks, a fierce 
gale was blowing at the time and 
when they reached the centre of the 
rushing river, the boat heeled over 
through the force of the gale, and like 
a flash all the men were thrown into 
the river, one man tried to swim to 
shore but in a minute the terrific force 
of the current dragged him down and 
out of sight; another man had a rope 
thrown to him by the workers on the 
river bank but the cold was so intense 
that he conld not hold on and he fell 
back into the riverand at once was 
rushed out of sight;the third rman must 
have gone down like a stone, for he 
was never seen again after the boat 
had once heeled over. 

Up to the time of going to 
the bodies of these unfortunate men 
had not been recovered although 
large search parties have been out 
every day and worked hard in every 
direction tory and find them.

Profit in Poultry 


Hens With a Record That Is Hard 
to Beat 

A remarkable demonstration of the 
jprofit-making capacity of the ordin- 
lary hen and of the suitability of the 
climate in Alberta to egg production 
is reported by A. Stevenson, of Ed- 
monton, who devotes part of his spare 
time to his flock of thirty White Leg- 
horn hens. 

During the month of February 
these thirty hens produced 564 eggs, 
which sold for $35.25. The total cost 
iof food supplies for this pexiod was 
$5.20, leaving a net profit of $30.05. 
On the coldest day ‘of the month Mr, 
Stevenson received thirty eggs. He 
has already begun on the new sea- 
json hatching program, the first brood 
of chickens appearing on February 
11th and another brood was expected 
about the 4th of March. For the 
jinonths of January and February 
these thirty hens produced 1,118 eggs. 

Mr. Stevenson’s records show that 
hens can be kept profitably here even 
in the coldest weather,

Bolsheviki Propaganda 
_. Spreads in Germany 


London, — The serious situation in 
the Murmansk region, and the at- 
tempt by the Bolsheviki to drive the 
allied forces on the Archangel front 
into the sea are the cause of much 
anxiety here, 

Sir Ernest Shackleton, the explorer, 
who has just returned from Russia, 


where he superintended the winter 
outfitting and feeding of thy expedi- 
tion, confirmed the danger to the 
allied position and armics. He ik 


credited with stirring British officials 
into a keener realization of the seri- 
ousness of the position in Russia, 


Sir Ernest Shackleton is director of 
equipment and transport of the north- 
ern Russian expeditionary forces and 
has visited points from Murmansk 
and Archangel. He declared in an in- 
terview that both fronts aré in dan- 
ger, and that the Bolshevist peril is 
a very real one, because the entente’ 
ferces are outnumbered by disciplin- 
ed and well armed and equipped 
troops in close touch with the allid 
extended but by no means strorg 
front. ‘ 

The northern Caucasus from “the 
Black sea to the Caspian sea, has 
been entirely cleared of the Bolshe- 
viki as the result of the successful 
campaign of the army of Gen, Dtne- 
kine in that region in January and 
February, according to an official re- 
port issued here. 

The anti-Bolsheviki leaders, fight- 
ing having ceased, are forming new 
forces of Cossacks and other natives. 
The report says that the capture ‘of 
Vladikavkaz on January 28, by troops 
under Gen. Skuro, completed the 
campaign against the Bolsheviki, in 
which 50,000 prisoners, more 
2,000 guns, 350 machine guns, 
locomotives and thousands of railway 
cars were taken, 

A report from Odessa on February 
13, said that the army of Gen, Dene- 
kine had scattered a Bolsheviki army 
of 100,000 men, of whom more than 
31,000 were made prisoners. 

Failure of the offensive in the di- 
rection of Tukkum, in Courland, west 
of Riga, is admitted by the Russian 
Soviet government, in a wireless mes- 
sage received here. 

The message adds that fighting. is 
in progress in the direction of Mitau 
southwest of Riga, and in the region 
of Pskov, northeast of Riga.

Getting Ready for Seeding 

Calgary, Alta, — Farmers through- 
out the south are busily preparing for 
spring seeding, and all reports indi- 
cate that the acreage will be the 
heaviest in the history of the south, 
provided those in need of it have no 
difficulty in securing seed grain, None 
of the farmers are curtailing their 
crop area to any extent because of 
the lack of a fixed price for wheat, 
However, the acreage is likely to 
be heavier in proportion than in 
years past, Last year on the Leth- 
bridge railway division over 2,000,000 
acres were seeded, This year there 
is likely to be well over 2,500,000 
acres in crop owing to the fact that 
a great deal of new breaking was 
done, while the crop failure in cer- 
tain districts resulted in land being 
prepared early for this year’s seeding.
